is yearly, the majority of boys ob- 
tain an efficiency badge, and apart 
from wearlng the badge, which 
they do (quite naturally) with great 


‘\pride, the subject of the badge is 


forgotten, and:any question concern- 
ing it, which cannot be answered by 
the owner, is -sometimes passed 
with the remark “O! there's no re- 
exam. for ithe Badge.” 


A case ‘in point. An examiner 
for the, artist’s badge, went -to a
